After discussion as to the
length of time the insurance should be contracted for, the Council decided to
go into this to see if a savings could Ye effected, Councilmen Johnson moved
that the City Manager, City Attorney, and Finance Director work out the details
on this and submit them to the Council at its next meeting, February 9, 19%50.

He asked thet citizens be permitted to drop dimes and pennies
in the parking meters and those be collected and given to the March of Dimes,
Councilman Johnson moved that ell dimes and pennies dropped into the parking mete*s
for the duration of the drive, be turned over to the March of Dimes, The motion,
seconded by Councilman Long, carried by the following vote:

Mit, CHESTER BURATTI, Austin Real Estate Board, stated before the Council
that this organization was desirous of: hélping out in the MHarch of Dimes Campaien
and they were plamnning to orgenize a SOCIETY FOR THE OBSERVANCE OF FLYING SAUCERS|
and were gZoing to have & telescope on & platform., He asked first that Saturday,
February 4th be proclaimed "FLYING SAUCER DAY®, The Mayor signed the proclametio
designating the day as FLYING SAUCER DAY, Mr. BURATTI asked also permission to
park e vehicle at 610 Congress to serve es a platform, Councilman Long moved
that they be granted permission to park the car at this location after all detail
had been worked out with the Police Department. The motion, seconded by Council
Johnson, carried by the following vote:

MR, BOB TEASDALE and MR. JACK DISMUKES, JAYCEES, appeared before the
Council, ssking for permission to erect three tents, two behind the Coliseum and
one across the road. He mede inguiry sbout leveling the land and about extra
lighting. It was stated the leveling of the land would be done with City equip-
ment, and that the City had portable transformers that would be used to furnish
lights, Councilman MacCoricle moved that the Jeycees be permitted to erect the
three tents, providing proper insurance and bonds, et¢., for the HOME AND TRADE
SHOW on March 30, 31, and April 1, and 2nd., The motion, seconded by Councilman
Johnson, carried by the following vote!

Councilman Long stated she had a number of celles regarding the regis-
tration of dogs. She asked that the Press end Radio clarify the statement that

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COLONEL J. R. MARTZ and MR, HAHRY PESNELL appeared before the Council
requesting that favorable consideration be given to the sale of approximately
two (2) acres of ground from a tract of land owned by the City in the northeast
section for use es o site upon which to build a Baptist Church. The tract re-
ferred to is that land bounded on the North and West by Wilshire Boulevard, on thJ
Rast by Alrport Boulevard and on the South by Shieffer. It was stated by the
Mayor that the Council had been requested to dedicate this as park land; however,
theCouncil took the - request of Colonel Martz and Mr. Pesnell under advisement,
and stated they would give them an answer in two weeks, February 16th,

In view of the request of MR. JOEN E., ALLEN, South Austin Lion‘s €lud,
for permiseion to construct a Little Lesgue Baseball Stadium on City property,
Councilmen Long offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

THIS AGREEMENT, made thie day of +1950, by and hetween
‘the City of Austin, a municipel corporation situated in Travis County, Texas,
hereinafter for convenience sometimes called the "City", acting by and through
Guiton Morgen, fts City Menager, hereunto duly amthorized by resolution of the

ly
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City Council, and the State of Texas, hereinafter for convenience sometimes called
the "State", acting by and through D. C. Greer, its State Highway Engineer, here-
unto duly anthorized by action of the State Highway OGommission,

WHEREAS, work has been authorized on U. 8, Highwey 81 in the Clty of Austin
which inclndes a storm sewer to be built on the easement obtained by the City of
Austin beginning at station 755£09 on Fast Avenne snd extending east between Con-
cordia Avenue and Edgewood Avenue s distance of approximately one thousand one
hundred thirty feet (1,130') to the east line of Werner Avenue as shown on pasge
fifty-two (52) of the approved plans; and

WHEREAS, THE City has requested the State to perform Additional storm sewer
work which is benefisisl to the City; and

WEBEAS. 1% has been established that the State of Texas will pay forty-five
percent (45%) of the cost of the sald storm sewer work as outlined on the plans;
and : .

WHEREAS, it has been established the City will pay fifty-five percent (55%)
of the construction cost of the said storm sewer work as outlined on the plans
including engineering and contingencies and it is estimated the City's share of
this improvement is Ten Thousand Four Hundred end No/100 Dollars ($10,400.00);
and :

WHEREAS, The City will be charged with the responsibllity of maintaining that
portion of the storm sewer work outdide of the State right of way limits. The
City will meintein thie storm sewer in such a menner as to permit the proper out-
flow of water,

NOW, THEREFORE. The Oity of Austin and the State of Texas contract and agree
as follows: .

- (1) The proposed work covering the construction of the storm sewer deseribe
above will be constructed by the State in accordance with the plans spproved by
the City and the State, attached to this contract, marked Exhibit "A", and made
a part hereof for all purposes; and the State will pay forty-five percent (un%)
of the cost of cénstruction and the City of Austin will pay fifty-five percent
(55%) of the cost of such work, which will be clearly outlined on the plans and
the City will trensmit to the State with delivery of this Agreement, duly exe-
cuted by the City, & warrant made payable to the State Treasurer, Account of Trus
Fund No. 163, in the amount of $10,400.00 to be used in paying for fifty-five per
cent (55%) of the actual cost of the construction of sald storm sewer in the City
of Austin, '

(2) The State will construct all items for the Oity which are clearly out-
lined in the plansj and all other items of work required by the City, and not
included in the plans, will be constructed by the City and the entire cost of
gsuch additional items will be borne by the City.

(3) The State will provide forty-five percent (45%) of the cost of the
seid storm sewer and will canse the work to be performed contemporaneonsly with
construction of Highway 81 as relscated along East Avenue from the North City Limg
its of the City of Austin to Seventeenth Street in the Oity. If upon receipt of
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bids by the State, or the actual construction or approved changed in the contem-

plated improvement, it is found that this amount 1s insufficient to pay the Gity'4
portion, then the City upon request of the State will forthwith supplement this
amount by an amount equal to the City's full share of the cost not to exceed fifty

five percent (55%) of the total cost of this work, less the amount previously pald

by the Oity to the State. In the event the amount as paid to the State is more
than the actusl cost as herein provided, then the excess amount will be returned
by the State to the City. '

(4) The cost of the work to be done on behalf of the City as herein provided
will inelude the cost of engineering and contingencies, The City will be charged
with the responsibility of maintalning that portion of the storm sewer work out-
side of the State right of way limits, The City will maintain this storm sewer i
such a manner as to permit the proper outflow of water.

IN TESTIMONY WHEREQF, the gity of Austin has caunsed thls instrument to be
executed 1n duplicate by end through Guiton Morgan, its City Manager, hereunto
Auly amthorized by resolution of the City Council, attested by its City Clerk

164 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 18 feet west of and
parallel to the east property line of said ANTHONY STREET.

N S$ald gas main described above shall have a cover of not less then
2% feet.
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(5) A gas main in GOVALLE AVENUE, from a point 59 feet west
of Tillery Street west to Linden Street, the centerline of which
gas main shall be 20 feet south of and perallel to the north property
line of said GOVALLE AVENUE.

Said gos mailn deseribed above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

(6) A gas main in LINDEN STRERT, from Govalle Avenue northerly
333 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7.Hfeet west of
add parallel to the east property line of said LINDEN STREET.

Said gag main described above shall have a cover of not less
then 2% feet,

{7) A ges main in BERGMAN AVENUE, from a point 175 feet east of
Lyhn Street easterly 186 feet, the centerline of which gas main

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City of
Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned sbove is clear from other under
ground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the
pinimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths
‘may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union Gas Company re-
gquires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or working points
from which to bese the location of their assignments, they shall spply to the
Depertment of Public Works not less than three (3) days before such information
is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put upon notice that
they will be regquired to bear the expense of repalrs or replacement of any under-
ground utility dameged during the construction of lines named in this resolutionl

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must
be used =t intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in the
streete, and the restoration end maintenance of sald streets after sald maine
have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of theCity Menager,
and under all the pertinent terms and conditione of the certain frenchises grant-
ed to said company by the City of Austin,

ty, Texas, and hereby anthorizes the seid Capitol Chevrolet, Ine., to. construct,
maintain and operate a semi-private gasoline filling station and to construet

1, Bloek 39, of the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and the prép-
erty upon which this filling station is to be located is owned by the Capitol
Chevrolet, Inc., and we hereby advise that the following conditions exist:

The preperty uponvhich this filling station is to be located is designated
as "C% Commercial Use District upon the zoning meps of the Clty of Austin.

There is a storm sewer in Neches Street adjacent to the above described
property.

We recommend that Capitol Chevrolet, Inc., be granted permission to €onstruct,
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maintein and operate sald gesoline filling station and to construct curbs, ramps
and sidewzlks in conpgunction therewith, gubject to the following conditions:

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the property
line, correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or equipment is in-
stalled, Lines and grades to be obtained from the Department of Public Works for
entrances and driveways, building lines to be approved by the City Building In-
spector. That the applicant shall confer with the Department of Public Works as
to futvre grades of the sidewslke and gutters on the sdjacent streets before he
starts any construction relative to the filling station.

(2) That only underground tanks shadl be used end that all pumps shall be
go located that 1t will De impracticable to service metor vehicles thsrefrom
while s2id motor vehicles are staniing on any part of the sidewalk, strest or
alley.

(3) That the gameoline tenks, pumps, and all equipment used in connection
with the storage snd handling of gasoline shall be an approved type and shall bear
the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., thet all construction of the filling
station improvements shall be in accord with the Building Ordinances, the Zoning
Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinsnce and in accord with the ordinsnce prohib-
iting the disposal of commercisl water or oils upon the City streets.

(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water or oil#
or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk ares dnd that all of
seld oils and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease and sand trap
which shall be constructed in accordance with our standard plan 2-H~146 and shall
be conducted by a pipe connection from sald sand trap to the nesrest storm sewer.

(5) That 81l f£illing station improvements, pump islands, driveways, ramps,
gatters, sidewalks, and curbe shall be constructed of concrete at the expense of
the applicant as set forth upon the plen hereto attached, which plan bears the
Depertment of Public Works file number 2-0-32Y,

(6) Expansion joints shzll be constructed as shown upon the plan hereto
attached marked 2-G-324 and shel) be of the pre-moulded type.

(7) VYhen the owner considers that he has complied with all the requirements
of the City of Austin for filling statidns, he shall apply for a final inspection
and upon spproval, the Building Inspector shall issue a Certificate of Operation
before such filling station can be put inte service.

MR, TOM LONG, vepresenting three Wrecker Companies, appeared before the
Council, listing several objections to the proposed crdinence, and offering sud-
gestions that the wrecker companies felt would be satiefactory to &ll concerned.
The City Attorney stated he would be responsible for the phraseology of all or-
dinances, but the substance of this one would be for the Council to decide on.
Mr. Long objected to the list of wrecker companies being furnished officers who
investigated accidents; he mentioned the possidility of equipment way below stand#
ard being used and called "wreckers"; he felt if some companies were on a 24
hour basis; then all companies should berequired to be aveilable on a 24-hour bas]
The Council referred this matter back to the Legal Department to get with the

attorneys for the Wrecke r Companies and work out something, and resubmit to the
Council,

A discussion of fees to be charged for bhullding permits was held by
the Council. Different ideas were expressed and comparison of other cities
was discussed, Councilmen MacCorkle felt that fixing a fee on square feety re-
gardless of the construction would not be equal; but 1f it could be broken into
three divisions bmsed on sguere feet for residential, for commercial and for
industry it might be mwe logicel. The Mayor felt that there would always he
a difference in value placed by the Building Inspector amnd that by the Tax De-
partment, and he felt that the Building Inspector should not have to set values
on boildings befo?e they were constructed.
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The Mayor then introduced the following ordinance:
